Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  ye^r  ending  31st 
December,  1942.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in" Circular  2773  (Wales) 
indicate  that  the  Council  will  direct  that  the  Annual  Report  should 
be  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1941. 

ihe  records  and  statistics  which  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  are  not  all  included  and  certain  information  is  withheld  on 
grounds  of  National  Security. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of 
your  Area  has  remained  very. satisfactory,  in  spite  of  the  war  having 
Been  on  for  three  years  and  four  months.  The  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  low  and  there  have  not  been  any  unusual  features, 
also  the  general  sickness  rate  has  not  increased  in  any  way.  Tho 
standard  of  nutrition  appears  to  have  been  maintained  and  the  distri- 
bution and  standard  of  foodstuffs  is  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
oeople  to  maintain  good  health.  Distribution  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and 
i*ruiu  Juices  through  the  Ministry  of  Food  has  been  taking  place  at 
2,'Our  various  Infant  Jelfare  Centres  and  also,  to  some  extent,  through 
the  Central  Office  of  the  Food  Office. 

There  has  been  a further  diminution  in  tho  number  of  evacuees 
in  your  Area,  brought  about  no  doubt  by  the  less-ening  in  intensity 
and  frequency  of  Air  Raids, 

There  were  no  casualties  in  the  area  due  to  enemy  action.

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

The  Ambulance  for  Infectious  Disease  cases  has  continued  to  give 
satisfaction  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the 
end  of  the  ¥far 

Ambulance,  for  Air  Raid  Casualties. 

There  are  five  ambulances  in  your  Aroa  which  are  stationed  at 
Ambulance  Depots  at  Whitchurch  (2),  Rhiwbina  (l),  Dinas  Powis  (l)  and 
Radyr  (l).  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  additional  vehicles 
for  use  in  on  emergency.  During  the  year  ambulances  have  been  used 
from  time  to  time  for  the  collection  of  street  accident  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  a number  of  cars  available  as 
conveyances  for  ’’sitting  cases". 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  work  of  the  District  ‘Nurses  is  much  appreciated  in  many 
parts  of  the  district  hut  it  is  hoped  that  with  a return  to  normal 
times  an  .extension  of  this  type  of  work  will  take  place  as  the 
supply  is  “not  wholly  adequate.  Nurses  are  stationed  at  "the 
following  points  • Pentyrch,  St.  Fagans,  Rhoose,  Peterston-s-Ely, 

East  Abort haw,  but  Whitchurch  and  Rhiwbina  are  served  by  Nurses 
sent  out  from  Cardiff. 

(d ) Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  suspected  Tuberculosis  are  referred 
by  their  own  doctors  or  through  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Clinics, 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  in  Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff.  Cases  which  reside  near 
Parry  or  Pontypridd  attend  for  examination  at  centres  in  these 
towns.  The  Tuberculosis  Physicians  will  attend  at  the  homes  of 
patients  who,  owing  to  disability  are  unable  to  attend  at  the  Centres 
Pamphlets  containing  advice  on  Tuberculosis  are  distributed  by  the 
Health  Visitors  when  visiting  cases  in  their  homes,  as  are  Sputum 
flasks  to  those  cases  in  need  of  them. 

Medical  Examination  Boards  for  the  examination  of  recruits 
for  the  Services  are  provided  with  necessary  information  as  regards 
Tubercular  infection. 

Venereal  Pi sea s e . 

Venereally  infected  cases  and  those  suspected  are  referred 
to  the  Centre  at  Gloss  op’ Terrace,  Cardiff  and  to  the  Public  Health 
Centre,  Woodland  Road,  Barry  Dock. 

(e)  Hospitals . 

Cases  which  are  seen  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  which  require  further  advice  and  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary.  The  type  of  cases  which  are  commonly 
referred  are  those  suffering  from  ear,  nose  and  throat  affections, 
defective  vision  and  squinto,  skin  conditions,  asthma,  etc. 

Evacuee  children  requiring  treatment. are  referred  to  the 
Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and  Llandough  Hospital.  Orthopaedic  cases 
are  referred  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  and  in  the  body  of 
the  report  a list  is  given  of  those  cases  which  have  been  so  referred

Maternity  S e rvi c e s . 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Ante  and  Post-Natal  clinics 
are  being  well  attended.  The  number  of  attendances  shows  a slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  Dr.  Bryneilon  Griffiths  conducts 
the  clinics  at  Whitchurch  on  a Friday  each  week  and  at  Dinas  Powis 
on  alternate  Wednesdays.  Dr.  Kathleen  Ball  took  over  the  Rhoose 
Clinic  on  the  24th  August,  1942  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Griffiths. 
The  Clinic  here  is  once  a fortnight  and  is  run  in  conduction  with 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  number  of  evacuee  mothers  in  the  area  has  greatly  diminished 
but  several  of  those  remaining  have  attended  at  the  Ante-Natal  clinic 
and  are  given  every  encouragement  to  do  so.

These  arrangements  are  the  same  as  have  been  reported  in  previous 
Annual  Reports,  but  it  is  found  that  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for 
admission  to  Hospital  for  confinement  and  the  reason  for  this  is  that 
there  is  "no  one  to  look  after  the  mother"  as  in  a number  of  cases  the 
husbands  are  away  and  the  mothers  are  unable  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  necessary  help.

Health  Visitors . 

Nurse  Salmon,  bhe  of  ‘the  Health  Visitors,  resigned  on  30th  June, 

1942  and  her  district  was 'taken  over  by  Nurse  Sage.  Both  your  Health 
Visitors  possess  cars  and  this  has  made  the  work' of  visitation  easier 
and  this  is  especially  important  now,  as  the  restricted  bus  service 
would  make  it  impossible  to  get  about  the  district. 

The  clinic  attendances  have  increased  and  this  together  with  other 
work,  especially  visits  in  connection  with  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  render 
it  desirable  that  a third  Health  Visitor  should  be  appointed  as  early 
as  possible  as  I am  satisfied  that  the  work  of  the  districts,  to  be 
done  effectively,  is  too  much  for  two  Nurses.

Infant  life  Protection. 

There  were  only  2 cases  under  this  Section  during  the  year.  Period- 
ical visits  are  paid  by  the  Infant  Life  Protection  Officer  and  no  proceed- 
ings wore  taken  undor  the  Act  during  the  yoar. 

Dental  Cases. 

Dental  treatment  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  also  children 
is  reodily  available  and  a number  of  appointments  were  made,  but  again 
I draw  attention  to  the  numbor  of  persons  who  do  not  respond  to  the 
appointment  and  this  is  particularly  unfortunate  as  there  is  a considerable 
waste  of  time  envolved  to  the  Dental  Officers.. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  your  district  has  escaped  an  epidemic 
causing  crippling  deformities  such  as  infantile  paralysis,  and  although  the 
numlbar  of  cases  of  an  orthopaedic  nature  has  shown  a slight  increase,  the 
majority  of  the  deformities  are  of  a trivial  nature,-  but  nevertheless, 
by  early  and  prompt  treatment  are  rapidly  cured,  which  if  not  taken  in 
timio  would,  in  a number  of  cases,  result  in  a permanent  deformity.  Hero 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  without  exception  all  children  that  have 
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boon  roferrpd  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  have  attended  and  have 
continued  to  da  so  when  requested.

The  Natio na  1 Milk  J3c h ene . 

The  amount  of  milk  which  has.  been  issued  under  the  National  Milk 
Scheme  has  no  douht  greatly  assisted  in  maintaining  the  good  standard 
of  nutrition  of  the  children  of  your  district,  but  as  pointed  out  in 
my  previous  report  the  amount  of  dried  milk  which  is  being  distributed 
is  very  small  although  the  infants  who  have  been  brought  up  on  this 
particular  type  of  food  have  done  equally  as  well  as  on  other  dried  foods. 

Government  Evacuation  hcheme . 

The  number  of  children  remaining  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  225.  The  two  Hostels  continue  to  be  used  but  in  the  case  of 

Beechwood  the  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  vein/’  small 
and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  advisability  of  closing 
it. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  .serious  illness  occuring  in  the  Hostels 
and  they  have  been  particularly  free  from  infectious  diseases.

Fruit  Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil. 

As  contemplated  in  my  last  report  the  issue  of  Fruit  Juicos  and 
Cod  Liver  Oil  has  been  made  available  to  all  children  holding  the  childs 
ration  book.  In  certain  cases  the  issue  is  free  but  whore  the  parents 
income  is  over  a certain  limit  payment  has  to  be  made.  The  articles 
are  available  at  all  your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  also 
by  application  direct  to  the  Food  Office.  Since  1st  December,  1942 
expectant  mothers  are  eligible  for  an  issue  of^cod  liver  oil  and  fruit 
juices. 

These  products  are  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  children  but  there 
appear  to  be  some  parents  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity which  is  offered. 

Supply  of  Clothing  Coupons  to  Expectant  Mothers. 

This  scheme  which  cane  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1941  was  amended 
on  1st  June,  1942  by  the  substitution  of  an  issue  of  60  coupons  per  child 
instead  of  50-  The  coupons  are  available  by  application  to  the  Health 
Department  when  the  necessary  certificate  has  beon  presented.

SECTION^  C . 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies . 

Systematic  sampling  and  inspection  of  the  various  sourcos  of  public 
water  supply  in  the  Council's  Area  have  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  A total  of  one  hundred  and  six  samples  wore  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  eleven 
taken  during  the  previous  year.  43  of  the  samples  were  taken  from 
public  mains,  44  from  public  wells,  10  from  private  mains  and  9 from 
private  wells  or  springs. 

Public  Mains  Supply. 

The  forty-three  bacteriological  examinations  showed,  generally,  that  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity  was  evident  throughout  the  year.  Only 
two  samples  showing  evidence  of  contamination  were  reported  and  these 
were  taken  from  an  unfiltered  supply  at  Gwa el ody garth.  The  small 
community  dependant  on  this  source  of  supply  were  advised  to  boil  water 
used  for  drinking  purposes  and  were  notified  when  satisfactory  bacter- 
iological results  were  obtained. 
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PubJ^ic  Jolla. 

Forty-four  samples  were  taken,  giving  varying  results  as  will 
be  seen  by  referonce  to  the  summary  of  reports  which  appears  on  the 
next  page.  Most  of  the  wells  in  this  district  are  of  a shallow 
type,  a fact  which  has  a bearing  on  many  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports 
of  analysis  obtained. 

Thirteen  samples  were  of  moderate  bacterial  purity,  one  of  doubt- 
ful purity  and  four  showed  evidence  of  contamination.  Notices  advising 
consumers  to  boil  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  were  erected  on  the 
sites  of  five  wells  where  the  supply  was  of  doubtful  purity  and  where 
evidence  of  contamination  was  found.. 

Privato^Jiains  Supply . 

The  districts  of  Creigiau  and  Glyn  Cory  and  served  by  private 
estates . 

Creigiau 

The  supply  to  Creigiau,  owned  by  the  Wingfield  Estate,  consists 
of  springs,  reservoir^  chlorination  plant,  cast  iron  mains,  etc.  Samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  gave  unsatisfactory  results 
on  throe  occasions.  Evidence  of  contamination  was  reported  during  the 
second  and  third  quarters  of  tho  year,  when,  as  a precautionary  measure, 
consumers  were  advised  to  boil  water  used  for  drinking  ; urposes. 

People  complained  of  tho  bad  tasto,  poor  pressure  and  high  degree  of 
hardness  of  this  water  on  various  occasions  when  enquiries  and  inspections 
were  being  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district. 

The  bacteriological  results  obtained  during  the  past  two  years 
have  given  cause  for  anxiety,  and  I recommend  that  tho  Council  should 
consider  the  advisability  of  a supply  of  water  from  a more  reliable 
source. 

Glyn  Cory . 

The  supply  to  this  estate  has  been  sampled  regularly  and  the 
results  obtained  throughout  the  year  hove  been  fairly  satisfactory. 

Private  Wells  or  Springs . 


On  occasions  it  was  found  necessary  to  sample  private  wells  or 
springs.  In  three  instances  the  water  was  examined  because  the  supply 
to  dairy  premises  was  suspected  of  contamination.  Appropriate  action 
was  taken  whenever  evidence  of  contamination  was  reported. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  from  the  conservancy  to  the 
water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

An  alteration  was  introduced  in  July  of  this  year  whereby 
refuse  collection  in  the  populated  parish  of  Whitchur oh  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Public  Works  Department  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  At  the  sane  tine  salvage  collection 
and  sales  was  removed  from  the  Health  Department  and  a whole  tine 
Salvage  Officer  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  work. 

The  following  table  gives  the  particulars  for  the  six  months, 
January  to  June  inclusive,  during  which  time  salvage  was  supervised 
by  the  sanitary  inspectors.

mpjCAT^ION  OF  BED  BUGS  . 

Three  hundred  and  eight  council  houses  were  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  principally  for  the  detection  of  vermin  and 
as  a result  disinfestation  of  32  premises  was  carried  out.  In 
addition>  three  private  houses  were  also  treated.  The  treatment 
consisted  of  gaseous  fumigation  with  Lawes  and  Cimex  disinfe stators 
and  all  woodwork  was  treated  with  a blowlamp  and  coated  with 
creasote .

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Foods. 


In  two  instances  after  notification  and  examination  of  cases 
of  persons  affectod  with  glandular  tuberculosis  the  millc  supplies 
were  sampled  and  subjected  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis. 

The  results  showed  the  presence  of  tuberculo  bacilli  in  the  supplies. 
The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  veterinary  officers  eventually  had  five 
cows  removed  from  the  milking  herds  at  the  farms. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  to  shops  in  the  Area,  and 
conditions  generally  have  been  found  satisfactory.  It  has  been 
found,  in  practice,  that  owing  to  war-time  supply  difficulties, 
owners  are  ready  to  notify  any  suspicious  food  in  their  possession 
and  tho  following  has  been  surrendered  and  condemned

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  j^r  other  Diseases . 

During  the  year  22G  notifications  were  received  of  notifiable 
diseases  as  against  430  during  1041.  The  decrease  was  mainly  due  to 
a diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles,  72  as  against  310 
in  the  provious  year.  Scarlet  fever  sheaved  and  increase  from  23 
to  Cls  whilst  diphtheria  declined  from  31  to  18  and  of  the  10  cases 
notified  only  0 occured  in  children  up  to  15  years  of  age. 

There  were  5 notifications  of  Corebro-spinal  Meningitis  which 
was  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

The  figures  appear  to  be  satisfactory  particularly  on  account 
of  war  conditions. 

Artificial  Imnuni sati on  agaijist  Diphtheria. 

Tho  work  in  connection  with  the  Immunisation  )f  children  under 
five  years  has  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  All  tho  Schools 
in  your  district  have  boon  visited  and  re-visited  on  several 
occasions  with  the  result  that  at  the  December,  1942,  80.9 % of  tho 
school  children  had  been  treated. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors,  when  about  their 
visits  take  every  opportunity  for  bringing  to  tho  notico  of  tho 
parents  the  facilities  which  are  offered  and  the  Iloalth  Visitors 
havo  been  directed  to  pay  special  attention  to  tho  importance  of 
having  as  many  children  as  possible  treated,  particularly  of  tho 
younger  age  groups. 

One  finds,  however,  that  when  cases  are  sent  an  appointment 
to  attend  for  treatment  that  the  average  number  of  absentees  amount 
to  at  least  507$  of  those  sent  for,  and  this  occurs  whether  the 
appointments  are  sent  out  for  the  morning  or  afternoon.

The  ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  Deaths  to  the  total 
Tuberculosis  Deaths  is  very  small. 

In  all  cases  of  death  from  Tuberculosis  which  have  not  been 
previously  notified  the  practitioners  are  written  to  asking  for  an 
explanation  of  the  reason  for  non-notifaction  and  this  is  usually 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  ■ 

The  practice  of  not  permitting  evacuees  to  bo  billeted  in  houses 
where  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  present  has  persisted  during  the  year. 

The  following-up  of  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health  Visitors  has 
been  more  effectively  carried  out  and  disinfection  after  removal  of 
the  case  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  or  upon  notification  of  death  has 
been  carried  out  in  all  cases.  Forms  M 236/l  are  regularly  sent  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  also  advice  pamphlets  and  where  necessary 
sputum  flasks  are  distributed  to  patients. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Chief  Officials  of  the  other 
Departments  for  their  valued  assistance  and  kind  co-operation  through- 
out the  year.
